From W heeling the Roosevelt train 
run down the Ohio River railroad aud 
stops were made at Benwood, Mounds­ 
ville, New M artinsville, Sistersville, St.

A crowd of prob­ 
ably 25 hoodlums collected on tjie out­ 
skirts of the crowd at St. Marys, a small 
town, aud undertook to prevent Gov. 
Roosevelt from m aking himself heard.
